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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. In response to the Final-Office action dated 1 1/29/2005, applicant argues that it is improper to consider modifying 
the Azagury disclosure of a JVM to also include an EJB container. Examiner notes that the EJB container executing on a JVM 
provides runtime environment for EJB components and isolates the EJB components; therefore, the EJB container con-esponds 
to the isolated execution unit. In addition, both Azagury and Acker teach remote method invocation [col. 2, lines 35 - 54 of Azagury 
and col. 4, lines 41 - 57 of Acker] and EJB containers provide access to EJB components using RMI-liOP; therefore, it in not 
improper to modfiy the JVM to include EJB container because the EJB container provides access to EJB components using 
remote method invocation (RMI).
